after a very acrimonious discussion, dot 
cldod to refuse to employ the union 
bands belonging to tho Chicago Musical 
society on labor day parade, Septombei 
5. This action will undoubtedly result 
in a split which may be permanent, ai 
mnnv of the organizations affiliated 
with' the assembly, includingtho paint- 
ers, printers'and clgarmakers, gave 
notice that f the assembly continued 
in its opposition to the musical society 
they would not take part in the parade. 
The musical society, which Is composed 
of 3,500 members of union bands in 
Chicago, also put Itoolf against playlnR 
in the parade if any outside bands wer« 
employed. 


At the previous meeting of the as- 


sembly it was decided to dispense with 
the services of tho musical society's 
bands on tho ground that the society 
had discriminated against the labor or. 
ganlzations by charging «T for each 
man on labor day, when tho price tq 
civic bodies on all occasions was $5. 
The assembly, ncconllngly, instructed 
its committee on arrangements to cm- 
ploy the bands of the Slavonian musical 
union, which offered to play for tS per 
day, which was done. 


The musical society laid the case be- 


fore Samuel Hampers, president of tho 
American Federation of Labor, and ho 
sent the communication back to tho 
assembly with a letter to tho effect 
that he could scarcely bring himself to 
believe that there was any truth in tho 
charge as it would present organized 
labor In a very peculiar light, demand- 
ing high wagon from employers and re- 
fusing tho same to their fellow-work- 
ers when In need of their services. 


The Slavonian union has been afflU 


ted with the trades assembly for years 
and claims to be a bona fide union 
band.

And* Large Number of Them Captured— 


A Negro Spy Riddled With Bullets. 
KNOXVILLB, Tenn., Aug. 31.—Two

marched from Coal Creek to Ilrlcoville, 
a distance of five miles, yesterday, and 
captured 140 miners who were holding 
a meeting to discuss the situation. The 
soldiers were under the command of 
Capt. Patterson, and the miners were 
taken completely by surprise. They 
wore surrounded in on instant, and 
called upon to surrender. 


When the miners were under arrest 


the soldiers went through evory house 
in the village and captured every gun 
and pistol that could be found. Among 
the arms taken were the United States 
rifles taken from tho soldiers at Oliver 
Springs last Tuesday. 


Just before Brlcevillo was reached 


Capt. Pattison found a negro, whom ho 
Identified as a spy, sneaking- along 
under the brush that skirts the public 
road.

The command was given to flre, and 
105 rifles were leveled at him. Ho was 
riddled with bullet* and left by tho 
roadside.

A Great Day for the Grermani of Kaniai 


City. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 28.—Yester- 


day was the day of the Kroigerbund 
reunion and it was full of pleasure for 
the thousands of German votorans who 
assembled in the city. By 9 o'clock the 
streets were full of hurrying men, 
women and children, all eager to got a 
good place to view the great parade of 
the veterans. The weather was all 
that could be asked, and everything 
conspired to make the day a success in 
every particular. 


Jly 10 o'clock the organizations-began 


to assemble at Turner hall and take 
their positions for the parade, and by 
10:30 all was ready for the signal which 
was to start the procession. A platoon 
of mounted police headed tho column. 


The lino formed at tho hall and 


marched through the principal business 
streets of tho city to the depot of the 
Air line, where cars were taken 1'or Cu- 
senbury park, the grounds selected for 
the picnic. There wero fully 8,000 vet- 
erans in lino, and tho parade was sup- 
plemented by all the civic German so- 
cieties of tho city and surrounding 
country, forming a line in which it is 
estimated were 10,000 people. In addi- 
tion to the societies wore numerous em- 
blematical floats and decorated wagons 
filled with girls and boys. 


At Cufienbury park a regular camp 


was formed, with headquarters 
for 


each state, and thorn the day was spent 
In athletic 
sports. Speeches 
were 


made In German by ftr. Julius Bruehl 
and in English by "Maj. William War- 
ner, ox-commander-ln-chlef 
of 
the 


Grand Army of tho Republic and re- 
publican candidate for governor of 
Missouri. 


Following tho speaking was a grand 


concert, and then came the prlie drill 
of the veteran associations. Exhibi- 
tion drill by the Turner societies of 
Kansas C'ty, with boxing, fencing and 
bayonet contests served to amuse the 
vast crowd until the time for the rifle 
shooting contests. 
There wero four 


targets and the shooting was with Win- 
chester rifles, off-hand at 200 yards. 


The return to the city was made 


early In the evening and at the hall 
lost night a concert was given, partici- 
pated In by all the German societies of 
tho city, assisted by several visitors. 


To-day the business mot-ting of tho

BBOIUrr HOOigTT MHBTINQB. 


Dr. Hiram Buck, the well known 


venerable Melboniet minister, died Sui 
day morning Augnut 21st, at about 
o'olook at bis home No, 460 North Wate 
street in the 74' h year ot bis age. Death 
was due to Mjnile paresis. 


Dr. Buok was ont on the street B«tar- 


day evening, and was feeling as well as 
usual that night when he retired. 
He 


slept wall through the night and arose 
at about 6:80 o'olook Saudsy morning to 
go to the bath room. Before leaving his 
room be carefully folded the bed clothing. 
He spoke to bis wife and she answered 
him from an adjoining room, stating that 
she would be up soon and assist him in 
dressing when be returned from the bath- 
room. Mrs. Buck was alone in the honse 
with her husband, the servant having gone 
away on a vacation. Inner absence the 
Doctor and his wife had been boarding at 
the Hotel Brunswick. Mrs. Back fell 
asleep after the Doctor hod gone down 
stuirs, and when she arose she discovered 
that be had not returned. She went 
down the stairway and called him by 
nmne. He did not answer. Bhe sup- 
posed that he hod gone oft to the hotel 
(or breakfast, bnt on returning to the 
room she fonnd his clothing. This dis- 
covery alarmed her and she hastened to 
the bath room to find Dr. Back prostrate, 
in a dying state. Hastily calling in 
friends Mrs. Back hud Resistance and the 
Doctor was placed upon a cot just as Dr, 
J, S. King arrived. He expired a mo- 
ment after tho physician reached hie 
side. Dr. Back had taken his bath, and, 
as was his custom, was preparing to 
blacken his shoee, when be fell over with 
the hand of death upon him. 


Mrs. Back was greatly prostrated by 


the sudden affliction and theshook caused 
by the doutb of her husband. 
Mrs. Dr, 


King and ovber ladies attended her, but 
it took all day Sunday to quiet the nerves 
of the lady. 
She is calm and quiet to- 


day, and in her loneliness ia receiving 
ample assistance by neighbor* and 
friends. 


Tbe funeral will take place from Grace 


M. E. church at 4 p. m. Tuesday, Aug. 
23. The casket will not be opened at 
the church. Friends who desire to view 
the remains will please call at the resi- 
dence from 12 to 8 p. m. to-morrow. 


The services at the olmroh will be 


under the direction of H. H. Oneal, the 
pastor. Rev. George Stevens, of Bloom- 
ington, Bev. Preston Wood, of Spring- 
field, Rev. James Miller, of Deoiitnr, Rev.

Dr. Buck was a nan of strong mind 


and abundant intellectual resources. He 
W«B converted at 17, entered the ministry 
at 24, and was pat in charge of a district 
at 34, He waa conceded to be one ol tne 
etrongest preachers and clearest exposi- 
tors of the doctrines of the scriptures, as 
accepted by the Methodist church, in the 
Illinois conference. The ministers of the 
conference deterred to his jangment, and 
as a result bis influence was unbounded. 


Dr. Buck w»a frequently put forward 


by liiu omifereroe to deliver special ser- 
more. One of the great-st permona he 
ever pniarhtd was one of this kind. At 
th* conft rence in Jacksonville, in 18T3, 
services war* arranged in memory of 
Qaorge Rntledge, deceased. In the even- 
ing Dr. Buck consented to deliver the 
sermon. After the nighl session of the 
conference he went to his room and wrote 
the sermon daring the night, and de- 
livered it to the conference the next day 
at 10 o'oiock. Tt was admitted by all 
who heard it to be the greatest sermon 
they had evf r heard on such an occasion. 
It WRB the fffort of a Boanerges, who by 
his power of oratory h«.d ot bis feet all 
the minister? of the greatest conference 
in the United States, He was an able 
business roan, and to his sound judgment 
the Illinois conference owed much ot its 
financial success.
